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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Remarks 

1 . The applicant has cancelled claims 3 and 1 0. 

2. Claims 1 ,2,4-9,1 1 -1 8 were indicated as allowable in the previous office action 
and remain in allowable form. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 ,2,4-9,1 1 -1 8 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1,2,4- 9,11-18 are allowed. 

The prior art teaches of attenuating noise of an exhaust line. Regarding claims 1 and 
4, the prior art or combination thereof fail to disclose or make obvious emitting a first 
high-frequency sound wave from a first transducer that is inaudible and has a carrier 
frequency of higher than 50 kHz, and emitting a second high-frequency sound wave 
from a second transducer into the attenuation zone of the exhaust line, which the 
second sound wave is inaudible and has as its carrier frequency the carrier frequency of 
the first high frequency sound wave and contains a low-frequency counter-noise signal , 
which is in opposition of phase to the signal representing the noise to be attenuated. 

Claims 2,5-9,11-18 are allowed due to dependency on claims 1 and 4.
